Three Exquisite Art-Gems. 

For ourselves we have been very much 
pleased with three remarkably clever little 
paintings by Buer Benson, now on 
exhibition at Escort’s. In the art and lite. 
raiy circles of the East Mr. Benson is 
favorably known as a talented 
and an accomplished writer. As an art 
critic Mr. Benson writes most charmingly 
and with rare knowledge and insight. We | 
speak of him asa writer in this connec- | 
tion, as it gives us an opportunity to in- 
form the readers of this journal that we 
have arranged with him to write 
for us series Of letters from Europe, 
whither he bas recently sailed. We re- 
member his letters from Paris to the New 
York Evening Post a tew years ago, and 
they possessed a freshness and char.n and 
individuality which raised them greatly 
above the average ot ordinary foreign 
correspondence. We are quite safe, there. 
fore, in assuring our readers that Mr 
Benson’s letters will lend an additional 
attraction and value to our columns. 

Ot the three painiin¢gs to which we have 
called attention, we shall speak first of the 
one which pleases us most. It is called 
“Young America m France,” and itis a 
most happy and beautitul illusiration of the 
subject. Io our notion it is a perfect little 
gem. The drawing is perhaps faultless; as 
an example of color it possesses unusual 
excellence, while as a pleasing and artistic 
expression of a certain phase of Paris life 
it is a picture which few can help covet- 
ing, and which most will enjoy. The ex- 
ecution well befits the subject. Itisin a 
free and sketchy manner—a manner which 
in art, corresponds to the rapid, concise’ 
suggestive and meaningful style in writ- 
ing—and it must be allowed that none but 
an ariist could handle the brush with such 
effective and admirable results. In point 
of subject the picture is very simple, It 
represents a languid, sunny day upon the 
beach, and holds two figures, a young man, 
and a pretty girl with auburn hair, both 
reclining upon the sand, apperently over- 
come by the warm and voluptuous sun- 
light, and lingering to enjoy the delicious 
sea air. The ecene is so perfectly natural, 
so charmingly real, that one 1s made to 
feel that itisa pleasing bit of real life. 
The artist has no doubt transferred to 
canvas what he had scen with his eyes. 
Nature and fe, as every lover of the 


} beautiful well knows, abound in pictures, 


and it is the business of the true artist to 
make his selections from these, and his 
talent is exhibited by the skill and spirit 
of his reproductions. All genuine art is 
of this origin. An artist is one who imi- 
tates nature and life. And this is true of 
those works in which are depicted the 
higher and deeper passions of the soul, 
or the more imposing aspects of nature, 
as well as of those which take for 
their subject matter the most simple 
and homély and greceful episodes ot com- 
mon life, and the more modest passages 
of natural scenery. But truth alone will 
not make a picture. To render a paint- 
ing 8 work of art, beauty and truth should 
be joined, Art, in tact, is almost only an- 
other word for beauty, and by artists is 
nearly always meant lovers and creators 
of the beautiful. The little work betore 
us cOlmbiges these two essential requisites. 
It is true to the life, and it is exquisitely 
beautiful. Its very simplicity is fts charm. 
To those, however, who always ask of 
pictures that they shall be grand, imposing 
and tremendous, like a Rocky mountain 
landscape, covering many square ya-ds of 
canvas, or hke a magnificent church 
fresco with an army of figures, these little 
pictures will make no effective appeal. 
But like the novels and poetry of this age, 
to which they are closely akin in spirit and

Visiting a hospital in a large city is by 
no means a pleasant occupation. The 
sights are not agreeable; the surroundings 
suggest no ideas of a happy or agreeable 
character, save those connected with the 
care of the sick, the prostrate, the suffer- 
ing. Expecially do these remarks apply 
to hospitals devoted to surgical cases. In 
these institutions all the sights are of a 
pain‘al aspect. Men and women are to be 
teen suffering under the most dreadful 
afflict‘ons, their bodies distorted, their 
limbs twisted, excrescences clinging to 
them like living curses, eyes gone, and the 
human economy burdened dy special mal- 
adies, which can only be reached by the 
keen knife, the clear eye, the steady nerve, 
and the iron hand of the veteran surgeon. 
And then the preparation and labor are 
on alevel with the task to be accomplished. 
Men, women, and children, lifeless 
under the effects ot chloroform, or some 
o.her agent of a similar character, human 
bodies carried from place to place on 
stretchers; the noiseless, but not bloodless, 
work of the operators, the writhing of sub- 
jects when returning consciousness makes 
them sensible of what has been done, are
